The slip of paper, its exact details 
withheld by the postal inspectors as 
they took Burns to a secret place for 
intensive questioning, was said to have 
indicated that 12 persons participated 
in the spectacular holdup at Brooklyn 
August 21 and that the rich plunder 
had been sliced 12 ways among them. 

Chief Postal Inspector John Me- 
Whorter, of the Chicago division, and 
Captain John Stege, head of the Dil- 
linger detail of Chicago police,’ engi- 
neered the raid. Both refused to com- 
ment on the scribbled bit of paper, 
but its significance was revealed by 
another member of the raiding party.

UNIVERSAL DRAFT ACT 

President Roosevelt's move to 
“take the profit out of war“ is in 
line with the American Legion-spon- 
sored “‘universal draft et,“ which 
that patriotic organization has been 
offering congress for many years. 

The “universal draft act” would 
“take the profits out of war“ by 
placing heavy taxes on excess prof- 
its in time of war, by freezing“ 
prices, and by drafting every indus- 
try and every resource, as well as 
every citizen, should war occur. 

The Legion has sponsored this 
measure as insurance against war, 
pointing out that the hope of 
profit often leads some to actually 
woo war. If there were no profits 
for these, they would not want war. 

The Legion also argues that if 
it is fair to draft men, it is equally 
fair to draft industry, and calls at- 
tention to the $15-a-day wages paid 
laborers in shipyards and munitions 
plants as contrasted with the $1 a 
day paid soldiers in the camps and 
$1.25 a day paid them overseas. 

Not only would the “universal 
draft act’ make war unpopular in 
this country, but it would serve as 
a warning to other nations that if 
they warred against. the United 
States they would face a united na- 
tion, the richest nation on the 
globe, that would have more re- 
sources at command than they 
could hope for. 


HEALTH BODIES FACE CRISIS 


Financial support for health or- 
ganizations in the United States has 
decreased to such an alarming ex- 
tent during the past few years that 
the National Health Council, in a 
report made pablic recently by 
Theodore Roosevelt, president of 
the organization, sees imminent 
danger of increased sickness and 
mortality this winter, as the result 
of the lessened scope of activities 
of many of the health bodies and 
the dissolution of othérs built up 
through years of effort. 

The report cites that public and 
private health resources, not in- 
cluding budgets of hospitals which 
have also sustained heavy losses in 
support, have diminished from 
$125,000,000 in 1929 to less than 
$100,000,000 in 1933 and points 
out that— 


Many of the private health agencies 
are fighting for the very existence of 
these activities, which over a period 
of 30 or 40 years have proved their 
tremendous worth to the welfare of 
local communities. Should they be 
wiped out, it would be a major catas- 
trophe. It is unthinkable that our 
American communities will permit the 
loss of such great advantages accumu- 
lated over the last two generations. 


The federal government in its re- 
lief program has refrained from 
taking over any of the duties of 
the voluntary health agencies, and 


state health activities have been 
either largely restricted or abol- 
ished. Thus in face of reduced 


revenues the private organizations 
find themselves with far heavier 
burdens than in former years. 

Fortunately for Georgia, there has 
been no such curtailment of health 
work here as the National Health 
Council indicates has taken place 
elsewhere. It is true that the 
Georgia organizations are receiving 
less money than in previous years, 
but what they are receiving is being 
made to go farther. 

As times get better, the vital ne- 
cessity for a greater amount of 
work of this nature should be kept 
constantly in mind so that as soon 
as possible the lost revenues may 
be restored.

A Post in the Mountains. 


I visited one of the most advanced 
1 ts here, Timhadit. It lies 
on a hill. A few tents, one shack 
with a corrugated iron roof. heaps 
of rocks that serve as a parapet and 
thick layers of barbed wire all 
around, That’s the French fortress. 
One narrow boat path leads to the 
summit of the hill. The nearest post 
is 60 miles away. Further south there, 
are no more posts. Further south the 
Berbers are the masters. Nobody ven- 
tures a step beyond the thick barbed- 
wire entanglements after dark. To do 
so is to risk. a surprise. Like tigers 
watching their prey, the Berbers lie 
in the thick undergrowth, crawling 
up absolutely noiselessly to within 
earshot of the camp. This post has 
a few pieces of mountain artillery 
and a set of machine guns. Six ma- 
chine gunners were killed by Berber 
snipers this month. 

For the moment there is no danger, 
and that is the reason I am here. 
An extraordinary situation prevails 
around the fort. A big tribe of Ka- 
byles are camped at the foot of the 

ill, They have erected a small city 
of tents. Their flocks of goats and 
sheeps are peacefully grazing on the 
hill. Their women sit under the ram- 
parts watching the strange soldiers. 
The Kabyles say they are at war with 
the Berbers and have come to place 
themselves under the protection of the 
fort. That sounds all right, But it 
may be a trick to lure the small gar- 
rison out of its stronghold into the 
open. The forest may be hiding masses 
of Berbers ready for the attack and 
the massacre, 

‘Treachery must always be counted 
with in Morocco, Reconnoitering 
planes from other forts in the valley 
are flying over the forest. But they 
report no concentration of the hostile 
tribesmen, The Kabyles may be right, 
and again, they may be tricking.

PLEASE PASS THE WHEAT. 
A correspondent writing from the 
great wheat belt says he bought a 
bushel of wheat at the mills the other 
day for $1.50. This wheat was clean- 
ed ready for grinding. Correspondent 
thinks the American neople are pass- 
ing up a good thing in not using na- 
ture's finest food. Since it ig not 
practicable to eat hard wheat 
What do you mean by not practi- 
cable? A good chew of hard wheat is 
delightful if you have teeth that can 
stand it. I have, but then, I know 
more than most of you credulous folk 
do about how to conserve good teeth. 
You put your faith in brushes and 
dentrifices. I put mine in food. 
Well, to return to the bushel of 
wheat. Once you've lugged it home 


what are you going to do wi 
would tabs going to do with it? It 


years to consume it all by 
chewing as gum. Let the correspond- 
ent te how he uses it. 

You give the impression that hard 
wheat may be cracked in a coffee mill, 


we prepare it at our house, ut such 
quantity as desired—not too much. 
for it swells in cooking—in water and 
boil for five minutes. Then let stand 
for from 12 to 24 hours. After this 
prolonged soaking boil again on mod- 
erate fire till soft as desired. The 
— boiling is to prevent fermenta- 
N. 
Keep it in ice box, and heat up as 
required. It will be found one of the 
finest, most palatable and healthful 
breakfast foods in the world. It costs 
little. A bushel of wheat, as people 
usually buy it, costs from $35 to $40. 
I submit that what they buy is not 
as good as the natural wheat. 
One reader says he cooks his wheat 
30 minutes, and still it tastes raw, 
Why the obsession against the taste 
of raw wheat? Get the habit of chew- 
ing a few grains of it as gum and 
you'll learn to like it. But many cook 
unground wheat from ‘two to three 
hours in double boiler, so if the reader 
wishes to remove all raw taste that is 
one way to do it. 
Never mind the occasional bugs, 
larvae or “worms” any such cereal or 
ceeral product is likely to show now 
and again. The purest dereal will 
sometimes become “webby” or “wormy” 
on standing, from hatching of minute 
eggs of the miller or e deposited 
on or in the kernel in the field. Cook- 
ing kills any such life. If you eat the 
bugs raw, no harm done. You've 
probably eaten lots of them when you 
weren’t looking. 
Ordinary screening and w of 
the wheat is sufficient preparation. 
Then either grind it as you need it 
for use, in your coffee grinder, or

The figures told a paradoxical tale 
of democratic fortune in two of the 
states where the party organization 
exerted itself, Pennsylvania and New 
exico. 

Accompanying the toppling of the 
veteran Senator Reed in the Key- 
stone state, nominees for the house 
on the Guffey-For-Senate ticket polled 

3 per cent more of the total than 
their predecessors of 1932. The vote 
for house members there exceeded the 
1932 presidential vote by 156,000. 

At the same time, in New Mexico, 
‘where the democratic machine was be- 
Jatedly and fruitlessly geared to oust. 
Senator Cutting, its favorites for the 
house aggregated 12.1 per cent less of 
the house total than two years pre- 
vious. 

In lifting their strength from 314 
to 322 representatives, the democrats 
accounted for 56.32 per cent of the 
total vote involved to 43.69 for the 
republicans. The latter, with 116 
seats last session, came out with 103 
and the farmer-labor party retained 
only three of its five. 

Southern Percentage. 

The south, where democratic prima- 
Ties 80 frequently provide the only 
real contest, gave that party’s nomi- 
nees 78.1 per cent of the total, or 
1.1 per cent less than two years ago. 

Gains were shown for the democrats 
in eight eastern states and for the 
republicans in four. The largest gain 
for the democrats was in Pennsyl- 
vania, and for the republicans 7 per 
cent in Maryland. 

Half of the 12 mid-western states 
showed gains for the democrats while 
the other half showed republican 
gains. The largest democratic gain 
was 3.8 per cent in North Dakota; 
the largest republican gain, 6 per cent 
in Nebraska. 

Of the eleven western states, seven 
gave gains to the democrats, the larg- 
est 12.7 per cent in Montana. Four 
ave gains to the republicans, the 
ce est having been in New Mexico. 

e largest democratic gain in the 
18 southern states was that of Vir- 
ginia, with 16.7 per cent.

Letter From Perry Lunsford. 

“Editor Constitution: I wish to 
thank The Constitution for its efforts 
to get an appropriation to combat 
the ravages of the screw worm in 
Georgia. While the screw worm has 
not caused me any loss, yet it reach- 
ed this section of the state for the 
first time this yéar. I had a few 
cases of it in, my herd, but being a 
registered herd and under constant 
supervision, these were treated in 
time and occasioned no serious ef- 
fects. Under other conditions, though, 
it might have caused a serious loss. 

“While this pest has been in evi- 
dence in Texas and other states for 
a number of years conditions are 
somewhat different here and careful 
study and experiments, coupled with 
knowledge gained in other states, may 
enable us to conquer it. From what 
little I know of this fly and its hab- 
its I believe that the best line to 
follow would be determining some 
parasite that preys on the screw fly 
or to use its natural enemies. While 
this is going on an educational cam- 
paign must be carried on as to the 
proper treatment of infestation: dis- 
posal of all carcasses of any nature; 
reguiation of the bfeeding: period so 
calves will not be dropped in fly time, | 
and the proper time for all cattle 
work involving laceration of the skin. 

“The use of bulls of the polled or 
horniess type will eliminate one phase, 
that of dehorning, which is a useless 
trouble and a great breeding group 
for flies. The farmers and ca en 
of the state are due The Constitu- 
tion a vote of thanks for this 
other matters in which The Consti- 
tution has stepped to the fore to fur- 
ther their interests.
